Have You Lost Faith In 
Mankind? 


T F THERE ARE people who have really 
lost faith in m ankind, we refer them to 
the grim m anhunt in Lure county for re ­ 
storation of their faith. 
F. Hale Currier, 53, was a country m er­ 
chant in the little community of Capac, 
population 960. On October 17, Mr. Currier, 
his wife and a neighboring couple from 
Capac went to their hunting camp 17 milos 
north of N ew berry on a bird hunting trip 
There they joined a couple from Detroit, j 
who had preceded them to the camp, The 
three men went into the woods, each taking 
a different trail. Nothing has been seen of 
Mr. Currier since. 
The chance that Mr. Currier may be still 
alive is extrem ely remote. And yet more 
than 200|Of his friends and neighbors from 
the village of Capac have travelled nearly 
400 
miles 
to N ewberry to carry on the 
search for the missing man. Some have re­ 
mained continuously in the hunting area 
Others were able to spare only a few days 
at a time. 
Most of the folks from Capac 
brought their own food with them and set 
up field kitchens to serve not only their 
own people but other volunteer searchers 
as well. The village of Capac has posted a 
$500 reward to spur the search for Currier. 
The entire Capac football team left im ­ 
mediately for Newberry after playing a 
night football game with Memphis, Mich­ 
igan, last Friday. The searchers included

The apparent implication is that 
the m atter of expenses is not a material 
factor in the repatriation problem but that 
tile Russians are simply looking for an e x ­ 
cuse to hold on to slave labor as long as 
they possibly can.

known for certain, but it is a figure ru n ­

Many of these, perhaps a m ajority of them, 
face the unhappy prospects of a lifetime of 
servitude as slaves for

The Washington

Washington. — The 
teletyped 
message 
which the president sent to Secretary of 
State Marshall in Paris regarding the pro­ 
posed Vinson mission to 
Moscow gave interesting 
insight into this dropping 
of atomic bombs. 
“I pray,” Trum an told 
his secretary of state, “I 
may never again be con­ 
fronted with the decision 
I had to m ake regarding 
Hiroshima.” 
When further arguing 
with M arshall over the 
Vinson mission, Truman 
also showed great mental distress that he 
should ever have to unleash the atomic 
bomb again. Marshall, himself a religious 
man, was impressed with T ru m an ’s Bible- 
trained conscience. The president seemed 
to be conjuring up a scene after death in 
which he, Truman, was being questioned 
by St. Peter at the gates of heaven regard­ 
ing the commandm ent 
“Thou shalt not 
kill.” 
The diplomatic advisers around Marshall 
and perhaps Secretary Marshall 
himself 
regarded this Trum an “sentim entalism ” as 
dangerous for reasons which may be diffi­ 
cult for the nondiplomat to understand. 
For the diplomats’ chief bargaining pow­ 
er at Paris and Berlin has been that we 
might drop the atomic bomb. Thus, if the 
idea permeated back to Moscow that T ru ­ 
man would not drop the bomb, and that he 
placed his reliance rather on the argum ents 
and Kentucky philosophy 
of 
his 
good 
friend, Chief Justice Vinson, the diplomats’ 
chief bargaining weapon 
would 
be 
de­ 
stroyed. 
It may seem involved, and it may seem 
cold-blooded, but this was one of the back­ 
ground reasons for M arshall’s final veto 
of the Vinson mission. It was not that he 
wanted to drop the A-bomb, but rather 
that he wanted the Russians to think we 
might drop it. 
So, no m atter what his shortcomings as a 
statesman, history will probably conclude 
that H arry Trum an was no warm onger but 
a hum ble though confused believer in the 
brotherhood of man.

If the average resident of Mich­ 
igan looked upon deer and othei 
game birds and animals as 
the 
priceless heritage that it is and 
that those who hunt out of sea­ 
son, who use artificial lights and 
| make a mockery 
of 
our 
game 
laws are stealing what belongs to 
us 
and to posterity 
the 
public 
wouldn’t be so complacent ahum 
' violating Paul C, Challencin, 
of 
the Michigan Department of Con- 
ervation told members 
of 
the 
Manistique Rotary Club Monday 
noon. 
AU too often, he said, the only 
people in a community who are 
interested in conservation laws, 
art* those who seek to profit by 
their violation. He cited numer­ 
ous incidents out of his own ex­ 
perience where 
violators 
were 
caught red handed, entered pleas j 
of not guilty and when hailed in­ 
to cuurt, presented ridiculous ex­ 
cuses which the juries considered 
sufficient grounds for 
acquittal 
This could not happen, he said, if I 
the 
conservation 
officers 
were j 
properly backed by public opin- 
ion. 
While not asking the average 
citizen to turn in game law vio­ 
lators, 
“Challencin 
a s s e r t e d 
that 
it 
is 
a 
good 
citizen's 
duty to report to 
conservation 
officers evidence of 
law 
viola­ 
tion—night shooting, blood 
and 
entrails strewn along tile high­ 
way, snares 
and 
other 
illegal 
trapping devices, shining etc. The 
conservation officers 
will 
look 
into ihese matters and the infor­ 
mant has 
assurance 
that 
the 
names of the informants will not 
be revealed. 
One hears a lot of talk, when 
violators are arrested, about the 
“cussedness” of the game ward­ 
ens. That is almost invariably the 
“squawk” of the man 
who has 
been caught, he said. 
Violators 
always find justification for their 
acts. 
“The 
family 
needs 
the 


I meat,” (sometimes it does and 
sometimes it doesn’t), 
self de­ 
fense, “wife needs a new 
coat,” 
etc. But when a conservation of-
